REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1 and 4-21 were previously pending in the application. Claims 1, 11-13, and 18- 
19 are amended herein. Claims 1 and 4-21 remain pending in the application. The Applicant 
hereby requests further examination and reconsideration of the application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and these remarks. 

35 U.S.C. §101 Rejections 

On pages 2-4 of the 7/30/2009 Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 4-21 
under 35 U.S.C. §101 as directed to allegedly non-statutory subject matter. In response, the 
Applicant has amended claims 1, 11-13, and 18-19. In Interviews with the Examiner on 
September 21, 22, and 29, and October 5, 2009, the Examiner stated that these amendments are 
sufficient to overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 101 objections and put all the pending claims in condition 
for allowance. Therefore, the Applicant submits that the 35 U.S.C. §101 objections have been 
overcome and should be withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, the Applicant believes that the now- 
pending claims are in condition for allowance. Therefore, the Applicant believes that the entire 
application is now in condition for allowance, and early and favorable action is respectfully 
solicited.
